The rniniiuiiTn period wherein the pa- 


tient recovered from a homicidal insane 
delusion, in Dr. Gray's experience, was 
not lens than three months. 
Dr. Gray 


drew the distinction between insanity and 
depravity, with an application to tho Gui- 
teau case. 
He also defined impulse to be 


a motive power from within. Ho did not 
Consider iu1 irresistible impulse evidence 
of insanity. 
The insane who had been 


"inspired" by God uevor claimed that 
such inspiration was an insane delusion. 
He was acquainted witli an hereditary 
susceptibility to the disease, insanity, but 
he knew nothing of hereditary insanity. 
"Pressure" was never used by the insane 
!is synonymous with inspiration, nor did 
the inspired ever depend upon the civil 
authorities for protection. 


On cross-examination, Dr. Gray said 


that his salary ran on nt Utica while ho 
was hero. 
He had no expectations what- 


ever respecting his compensation here. 
The question of compensation would not 
weigh a feather's weight on liis mind. 
"Oh, you'll be paid," said Guiteau." He's 
been at Willard H four weeks, living in 
first-class style."

The arrivals there during the last year 
were 432,035, an increase of 105,101 over 
the arrivals for 1880, and 114,041 more 
than the total for tho four years from 1875

Americans who wish 


to see the .essentially Germanic character 
of our population maintained will be 
pleased to notice that of the arrivals at 
New York 188,255 were from Germany, 
36,552 from England, 33,335 from Swe- 
den and 14,000 from Norway, against 62,- 
406 from Ireland, 13,000 from Italy and 
4,000 from France aud Spaiu.

ures for this year are likely to show a 
similar proportion, as tho German peas- 
ants are preparing to emigrate this year 
in .still larger numbers than last, while 
better times and a diminished emigration 
are looked for in Ireland. The destination 
of those immigrants is as interesting a 
question as their derivation.

AN AMERICAN PATKIOT's LETTER TO A 


ItKITIBII JOUKSAti. 


To the Editor of the Brighton, (Eiuj.) 


Guardian:— 


SIR—Much 1ms been said and done of 


Sate on both sides of the Atlantic to pro- 
mote ft closer tie of international miiou 
between Old England and America. 
It 


may be well, since Londoners have just 
been paying mich a compliment to Amer- 
icans by parading the ''Stars and Stripes," 
«r the "Star-Spangled Banner," in the 
lord mayor's procession, with a guard of 
honor and a salute iu the palace yard at 
Westminster, to give a history of that 
ilng und fihow its relationship to the 
"Union Jack," as well its the people of 
Old England. 
The history of both ilaga 


is of exceeding interest, and brings buck 
to us a throng of sacred and thrilling as- 
sociations. 


"The banner of St. Andrew was blue, 


charged with a white saltier or cross, in 
the form of the letter X. and was used in 
Scotland as early Us the eleventh century. 
The banner of St. George was white, 
charged with the red croaa, and was used 
in England us early as tho first part of 
the fourteenth century. By a royal proc- 
Janiatiou, dated April 12, 170IJ, these two 
crosses wore joiued together upon the 
:same banner, forming the ancient imtiou- 
:ii! flag of England. 
It was not until 


Ireland, in 1801, was made a part of 
'Great Britain, that the present national 
'Hag of England, so well known as The 
-Union Jack, was completed. 
But it was 


;the Ancient (lag of England that cousti- 
.uutkl Lliti ufihis of the, ^American banner. 
It was after Washington had taken com- 
auaud of the fresh army of tho Involution, 
-Jan. 2,177li, that he unfurled before them 
ihe new flag of thirteen stripes of alternate 
ied and white, having upon one of its 
•corners the red and white crosses of St. 
"George and St. Andrews, un a iield of 
Ujlue. 
And this was the standard which 


was borne into the city of Boston when it 
was evacuated by the British troops and 
was entered by the American army. 
Unit- 


ing, as it did, the flags of England and 
America, it showed that the then colonists 
were not yet prepared to sever the tie 
that bound them to the mother country. 
By that union of flags they claimed to be 
n vital and substantial part of the empire 
of Great Britain, and demanded the rights 
and privileges which such a relation 
implies. 
Yet it was by those thirteen 


stripes that they made known the Union; 
also of the thirteen colonies, the stripes of 
white declaring the purity and innocence 
of their cause, and the stripes of red giv- 
ing forth defiance to cruelty and oppres- 
sion, 


"On the 14th of June, 1777, it was re- 


fiolved by Congress, 'That the Hag of the 
original thirteen United States be thir- 
teen stripes, alternate red and white, and 
that the Union be thirteen white stars in 
a blue field.1 


"In 1818 it was enacted that the thir- 


teen original stripes should bo retained, 
and that tho number of stars should 
henceforth correspond to the 
growing 


number of states. 
Then the flag would 


symbolize the Union as it might ' be at 
any given period of its history and also 
.as it was at tho very hour of its birth. 
It 


•is enough, iu arrangement, if the whole 
number of stars be there upon that azure 
fold,—tho blue to bo emblematical of 
perscrverance, vigilance, and justice each 
star to glorify'the glory of the state it 
may represent, and tho \vhole to be elo- 
•qneut forever of a Union that must be 
'one and inseparable.1'" 


Enough has been said to show the 


•sources whence tho materials* of the 
American flag were drawn. 
Tho old ban- 


ner of England contributed its colors. 
Great men made it their study. 
It is the 


flag that was gazed upon by tho patriots 
of "the times that tried men's souls." It 
is the flag which all Americans Invc 
which now commands the acknowledged 
ruiipuci uf UK; world. 
It has been and 


will ever be tho pledge of freedom, of 
justice, of order, of civilization and of 
Christianity. 
All who sigh for the tri- 


umph of truth and righteousness love and

CURIOUS FACTS ABOUT SUICIDE. 


There is no subject of social physics 


that has engrossed the minds of statis- 
ticians more than that of voluntary death, 
or suicide. 
Psychologists and mental 


pathologists have labored to clear up the 
mystery which obscures the meaning oi' 
this tendency to self-destruction. 
The 


difficulty of obtaining accurate statistics 
and the imperfect methods of their ar- 
rangement have been almost insuperable 
obstacles in tho way of formulating the 
laws of suicide. 
The latest attempt to 


account 
for 
the complicated 
motives 


which impel human beings to be the 
means of their own destruction has been 
made by T)r. Henry Morselli in "Sui- 
cide ; fin essay on 
comparative moral 


fitatifitics"—ona of 
Apploton's in tern n- 


j tional scientific series. 


)Jr. Moreelli shows that in civilized 


countries tho increase and regularity of 
snicido is very Apparent, and that the 
frequency of Biticido follows proportion- 
ally the racial dovelopmont in onlit;hton- 
inont. 
Tho statisticn aro so incomplete 


that ho is unable to determine with any 
approach to accuracy the full effect of tho 
various fnetors influencing social life upon 
tho subject of suicide. There are, how- 
ever, certain general facts which scorn to 
bo definitely established by a careful 
study of tho averages given by statistics. 
For instance, the predominance of mii- 
cides in Europe in between latitudes -17° 
and HO ° . 
Tlio nations of Germanic ori- 


gin exhibit the strongest propensity to 
self-destruction, while the Celts, Slavs 
and Latin peoples portray the minimum 
tendency. 
With mixed races thoso hav- 


ing tho greatest admixture nf German or 
Kaxon blood develop this tendency lo a 
far greater extent than the Cekn.Latins. 
In Europe tho maximum of suicidoH oc- 
curs in tho change, from cold to warmer 
weather. 


Generally Ryeakinc; the taller nincH nra 


mnrrt prone to wuicido than thono, of nnnll- 
or Htaturo; tho fair races more HO than (ho 
dark; tho civilized than tin) Havnge; tho 
Protestant than Iho Cntholio. 
Tho .lown 


nro especially incHnod to miie.ido, thus 
forming an exception to tho foregoing. 
SnioMo. in moro frequent among urban 
than rural populntionn, (unong tho middlo 
ft god rather than youth or old ago, among 
mon tliMI woman, among unmarried than 
married, unionp widows (him widower*).
